Southern Ohio Democrats Seem to 


Strongly Favor It 


And Their Representatives in ifee State 


Convention Will Vote Tnat Way. 


At Least That'll the Way It Strikes Colot.el 


W. A. Taylor ot the Enquirer Staff Who 


Has Been Over the Field-The Bril- 


liant Journalist a VUitor in 


Portsmouth. 


Hon. 
W. A. Taylor, of Columbus, 


traveling correspondent of the Cincin- 
nati Enquirer, is a visitor in the city 
today, having came down from Iroutou 
this morning on the. N. & W. The 
Enquirer is making a great fight these 
days for the recognition of silver, and 
Col. Taylor's mission in Southern Ohio 
is to ascertaiu.as nearly as possible^tho 
feeling among representative men, of 
all shades of political belief, on the 
money question. 


Col. Taylor talked very freely to a 


Times reporter, who called on him at 
the Biggs House, as to the results of 
his mission. He said that he had vis- 
ited personally twenty counties in the 
southern and eastern part of tho state 
and found in each of them a strong 
and growing sentiment in favor of the 
free coinage of silver. In the greater 
number of the counties the friends of 
the white metal are largely iu the ma- 
jority and will send silver delegations 
to the Democratic state convention at 
Columbus. The federal office holders, 
almost without exception, were gold 
men, 
taking their cue from Senator 


Brice. Other so called sound money 
Democrats .were usually interested in' 
banks or else had money to loan. Col. 
Taylor thought they were sincere in 
their belief, however, that the free 
coinage of silver would be disastrous to 
the business interests of the1 country. 
He did not think they were unscrupu- 
lous robbers like the Wall street sharks. 


"The silver sentiment is not confined 


to-the ranks of the Democracy alone," 
said Col. Taylor, "Large "numbers of 
Republicans leau that way, and under 
certain conditions would como over in- 
to the Democratic camp. This feeling 
among free silver Republicans was 
voiced by a prominent Hillsboro Repub- 
lican, Asa Haynes. the other day. In 
the course of a conversation, he said ho 
was favorable to silverjand that iu the 
event of the Republicans declaring for 
a single standard and the Democrats 
coming out squarely for the use of both 
silver and gold, he would have to vote 
the Democratic ticket. 
As long as 


there was uncertainty as to the real 
position of the Democratic party on the 
money quesion, Mr. Haynes did not see 
the wisdom in Republicans casting off 
party ties." Mr. Haynes is a warm 
admirer and personal friend of Senator 
Foraker. 


Col. Taylor was of the opinion that 


if the Democrats declared boldly for 
bimetalism, about twenty-five per cent. 
of the Republicans of the state .would 
vote for the Democratic nominees. 
There was no question but that the 
state convention would declare for sil- 
ver, and he hoped that the Chicago 
convention would do the same thing. 


'Is John R. McLean really a candi- 


date for delegate at large?" the reporter 
asked.. 


"Yes, and I believe-he will be se- 


lected," was the reply. 
"Allen Thur- 


man and John W. Bookwalter will also 
probably be selected. 
Mr. Bookwalter 


has said, however, that he was not 
anxious to be a delegate, being of" the 
opinionjthat he could do more good 
for silver on the outside. He will be 
at the convention in any event.'' 


In thia congressional district Col. 


Taylor said that in Pike and Lawrence 
counties Democrats were almost unani- 
mous for free silver. 
Jackson, he un- 


derstood, was all right, while Gallia 
leaned the other way. ,Col. Taylor will 
be in Portsmouth until tomorrow after- 
noon, interviewing • local Democratic 
politicians and finding out where they 
stand. 


Personally, the Colonel is one of the , 


most agreeable of men, and is a charm- 
ing and ready talker. He has been in 
the newspaper business for forty years, 
during twenty of which he has been 
on the staff of the Enquirer. 
He had 


his first experience in the business 
in 1856, when he was but sixteen years 
old. In that year he and the late John 
R. Malloy established the New Lexing- 
ton Herald in Perry county. Malloy 
knew how to set type and Taylor soon. 
picked it up, and these two youngsters 
jot out quite a creditable sheet. Sub- 
scriptions in those days were paid in 
cord-wood. The chief source of reve- 
nue, however, was the county printing, 
which in someyears amounted to §2,000. 
The total revenue , from other sources 
used to be from $200 to $400. After 
four years of country journalism, Tay- 
lor went to Zanesville as editor of the 
Daily Press, later the Signal., 
His 


brilliant work on this paper attracted 
the attention of Washington McLean, of 
the Enquirer, and he was soon on the 
staff of that paper. 
While 'serving .in 


the army, Taylor used to correspond 
for the Enquirer, and after the war, 
again joined the staff, of that paper. 
Later he was connected with the Pitts- 
burg Post, New York Sun and Pitts- 
burg Telegraph, being managing editor e 
of the latter paper, then owned by 
Ralph Bagley. 
The paper was inde- 


pendent Republican, but the Colonel 
laughingly remarked that he made it 
so independent that Allegheny county 
went Democratic. 
This so enraged 


Chris.- Magee, Sheriff Bill McCleary 
and other Republican, bosses that they 
agreed to^ give Bagley all the city 


intingj^ he would bounce Taylor. 


The city printing amounted to $80,000 
a year. The Colonel thought this a 
pretty good price for his scalp, so not. 
wishing to embarrass his chief, he re- 
signed, his resignation being accepted 
with reluctance. 
This was in 1878. 


He came to Ohio and again joined the 
Enquirer staff. He has been connected 
with this paper ever since, and each 
year adds to his reputation as the 
prince of special correspondents.
